In his Memoirs of Napoleon Bonaparte, Bourrienne writes: ‘ Posterity will not be divided in thelr judgment of Napoleon ag his contemporaries have been. In a future age the recollections of his splendid triumphs will have been very much weakened; but, at the same time, the evils which 
his sixty victories have brought upon the great European family will have been forgotten.” In a sense, the prophecy has proved true; but there are many in these days, in which the majority would have peace, who remember the cost of the great war-maker’s glory. It is exceedingly difficult even 
now to reckon with certainty the nurnber of lives lost in his campaigns, for he had a habit, not unknown to later military leaders, of counting dead heads upon the other side when the battle was at an end and reporting every one, but declaring that his own losses were trifling, and not worth enum- 
erating. Apparently, however, the estimate of Prof. C. Richet of the Faculty of Medicine, Paris. commands common acceptance, and he puts the number of deaths caused by Napoleon's wars at no fewer than 8,000,000! To account for thig total would require more space than is at our disposal. Even 
if we take the figures of some of the Little Corporal’s greatest battles, we do not come anywhere near this aggregate. Counting the losses on both sides, here are some of the totals: Marengo, 13,800; Austerlitz, 23,000; Jena, 34,000; Eylau, 55,000; Friedland, 27,006: Talavera, 13,938; Wagram, 40,000; 
Berodino, 90,000; Waterloo, 46,000 As an instant’s inspection reveals, that list is typical rather than comprehensive. Nine of his biggest battles yleld far short of half a million of the eight million lives destroyed. But in reaching results it ig necessary to hold Napoleon guilty of all the deaths 
brought about by the whole of his wars, That includes deaths not merely in the hour of battle, but deaths from wounds, deaths from starvation, disease, violence, and al} the concomitant horrors attendant upon his militant progress through the first score years of the nineteenth century. In the total 
are included young men and maidens, old men and children, in every land in Burope. And we have taken no account of sea fights, of Trafalgar, of Copenhagen, and the Nile, ‘ He truly had the world in arms, and his eight million victims were drawn from all quarters 
of the globe. The marvel! is that Napoleon's merciless warring brought nothing except a France smaller than when he began; it was his works of peace which remained to mode! Europe anew.

The dam was built of.earth, with no

fish. There seems to be no doubt that 
the dam was constricturally a blunder.

Tempts Americans to Stay—Curiosity 
as to Leishman’s Plans.

BERLIN, Sept. 30.—The splendid 
late Summer with which the Kaiser’s 
capital is being favored has caused 
many Americans.to remain longer than 
they intended, and the. hotels are com- 
paratively full of visitors. 

“Berlin is a*hot, a Very. hot city in 
many ways,” said Thomas A. Edison, 
and the ‘famous’ inventor was right. 
The theatres, music halls, and other 
places of night amusement are still 
reaping a golden harvest from Amer- 
icans who- are desirous of * doing ” 
Berlin before returning home. 

One.of the chief topics of interest in 
Berlin/American' circles-is as to the in- 
tentions of the new Ambassador, John 
G. A. Leishman, who expects to arrive 
in» Berlin on Oct. 10... Speculation is 
tife as to whether. the Ambassador will 
open an establishment in the centre of 
the town and imitate the almost regal 
splendor which marked thé° Ambassa* 
dorship’ of .Charlemagne.

M. Worth was perfectly optimistic 
that Paris firms will be able to hold 
their own in the Amefican- market. for 
creations of the greatest tasteand rich- 
néss witMout being obliged to establish 
brenches across the Atlantic. 

In speaking of the volume of. business 
done by his own firm, he said*that this 
year showed an-advance of $150,000 for 
the first six months over last year; but 
he admitted that this increase was per- 
haps due to the coronation festivities in 
London. 

“So far as strictly American business 
is concerned,” he added, ‘I Have no 
doubt that the 60 per cent. duty exer- 
cised a-restrictive influence on the pur- 
chase of Parisgowns by American wo- 
men, whose orders here in recent years 
have not increased in proportion to the 
increase of wealth in the United-States. 

“The duty has such a restraining ef- 
fect.on the American woman's ambition 
to possess real Parisian gowns that it 
May. be calculated that-a reductien of 
this duty to 36 per cent. wonld ead to 
an increase in the volume of business 
done by 2 firm like mine of $500,000 
annually. 

“ Howeyer, every American woman of 
taste still] wears ‘a Paris sown when. she 
can do go, and she is not iikely to aban- 
don her preference in: this direction ‘for 
some time, although we cannot.venture 
to predict what the future may resefve 
for a, nation like America, possessing 
unbounded energy, patience, aieetpline, 
and adaptability.” 

M. Wagner, thé manager of Drécoit's, 
expressed some very decided ideas as to 
future business with America. 

“IT amnot aware,” he said, “ that any 
leading Paris dressmakers have decided 
to open New York branches, and, shouid 
they do, so, T believe ee: will not be 
successful: ' 

* There is-no doubt,” “he went on, 
“that latterly many American wamen 
who used. to purchase’ their gowns. in | 
Paris have been restrained by the stories |

They left the port town secretly to- 
gether in the dead of night:and four days 
later, according to our pilgrim, they 
reached the lands of the shelks whose al- 
legiance to the Ottoman Turk was most 
lukewarm, though our pilgrim admits 
that at times when labor was. scarce 
these shelks employed Turkish soldiers 
to gather in their crops. .After sixteen 
days’ travel, during which the heat was 
terrific, the adventurers reached Zella, 
where the cholera was raging,‘ so they 
cathped outside the gates. Here, accord- 
ing’ to Si Mohamed, even the nominal 
Sway of the Turk ends. Here the black 
desert began, over which the caravans 
are compélled to carry even their own 
water and dates..-For four days they 
traveled through a country covered with 
black stones about the size of walnuts. 
Then they eame to the district of the 
Arabic gum trees, Six more days through 
desolation and dust and our pilgrims 
reached El Djoug. At last they were in 
the territory of ‘Sidi M » the Mahdi 
and ruler of the ‘Central n and, for, 
that matter,-of all Central Africa -in so 
far as it may ‘be said to owe allegiance 
to any man. 

A few days of more agreeable: travel 
and Kaeufeo was reached. Here rises the 


simple shrine of the latter-day Prophet. | 
fore. reaching it the trail). 


Several hours 
our pilgrims followed broadened into. an 
avenue fifteen yards in width which was 
shaded by palm trees.. This led at last 
into a great square, at the far end of 
which stood the prayer. house, or, more 
literally, the mothér lodge of the ‘Sien- 
ousal order, This prayer house, or latter- 
day Kaiha, is bulit of clay and roofed 
with palm -branches. It ts thirty-five 
yards long by thirty bread, and right be-

stall or covering of any kind, where the 
brethren of the order,. coming ‘from -all 
over the Dark Continent, meet for pur- 
poses of barter and- exchange, as money 
never.enters. into their: transactions. | It 

is indeed a “great, emporium, where the 
hia of Matai, Fezgan, and other. ad- 
jacent lands market thelr feathers and 
tusks and. their’ men and. women ‘slaves,: 
generally the. booty of war, to pay for 
the. simple cottdn dem they 
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manner by three Khouans, or brethren of 
the Sienoussi order. After greetings one 
of them hastenéd away and returned in 
a few minutes, accompanied by no less 
@ personage than Sidi Mohamed el Lon- 
ati the younger, a high officer of the! 
Prophet's household. When our pilgrim 
hed been feasted with rice and camel's 
flesh the brethren anxiously inquired-his 
business. He immediately assumed the 
attitude of prayer, and assured his hear- 
ers that he had traveled so far only to | 
receive the benediction and-the support | 
of the Prophet.

Several other prominent men in 8&t. 
Petersburg suggested that I interview M. 
Kokoytzoff, and all were of the opinion 
that Kokovtzoff was the “ most liberal” 
of the Russian Cabinet. 

I wrote a note to M. Kokovtzoff on the 
following ‘day, asking him for an inter- 
view. In less than an hour a méssenger 
ftom the Ministry of Finance brought mie 
an answer, in French, inviting me to M. 
Kokovtzoff’s home, in the building of the 
Ministry of Finance, Moika, 45, on Sun- 
day, at 11 o'clock in the morning. , 

At 11 o'clock on Sunday a uniformed 
porter took up my card at the Department 
of the Ministry of Finance and in less 
than a minute’s time I was in M. Kokov- 
tzoff’s large Office. He was alone. He 
rose from his seat at his writing table, 
extended hig hand and asked me to take 
a seat. He spoke in perfect English, with 
but. a slight accent. 

In appearance M.. Kokovtsoff bears 
quite a striking resemblance to ‘Mr. Ja- 
cob H. Schiff, the financier and philan- 
thropist: He makes the impression of 4 
eultured captain of industry. 

Kokovtzoff is considered ag the best 
orator among the bureaucrats, With the 
exception of a few “breaks” he made 
in his @peech in the Duma, such as. the 
phrase in which he thanked God that 
there was no Parliament in Russia, his 
utterances are usually. well framed and 
effectively delivered, He is also known 
to be very fond of speaking freely and at 
length. 

I wanted him.to be at his ease and to 
speak without restraint. So I said: 

“If you prefer, you may speak your 
own language to me.”’ 

But he was on his guard. 

“If you can understand my poor Eng- 
lish I will speak .English,” he replied.

H® book is always six tricks pas the 
player's side, and he must také as

(the adversaries) is always.the difference 
between the bid and seven. If the player 
bids. “ three_ hearts,” the adversaries’ 
book closes at four tricks, (three from 
seven leaves four,) and every trick that 
they may take over that counts them 
fifty undoubled or ‘a hundred doubled— 
above the line, of course.

HEN the industrious literary 
career ef David Graham Phil- 
lips was cut short by an as-

The present yolume, “ The Conflict,"’* 1s, 
therefore, the [first of a series, It is a 
very fair sample of the kind of thing 
Mr. Phillips has been doing with not a 
little reward in the way of popular suc- 
cess for some years before his death, but 
it will hardly add anything to his repu- 
tion at a novelist, 

The truth is that, in spite of Mr. Phil- 
lips’s undoubted possession of the ‘story- 
teller’s gift. of holding and leading on 
the reader’g interest, in spite of a sense

ETWEEN the natve and rather 
comm letters of Queen 
Victoria and the romances of An- 
thony Hope there is a royal hin- 

terland of reality which is rarely re- 
vealed to contemporaneous eyes. When 
revelations do take place it is found that 
royalties are just like other persons ex- 
cept that their position and wealth force 
them to be more outwardly conventional 
as long as they play their royal role, but 
when once the bonds are’ broken they find 
it impossible to settle down to.a bourgeois 
existence; then they recognize no rules 
but their own whims and caprices. They 
are like those souls described in Dante's 
“ Inferno,” who are neither good nor bad, 


“but, driven from their celestial abode, are 


never able to adapt themselves to condi- 
tions clecwhere. 

The book called ‘My Own Story,” by 
Princess Louisa of Tuscany,* has received 
such flattering attention at the hands of 
the daily press, has been so copiously 
copied and commented on, that little re- 
mains for the reviewer except to make « 
few observations on the psychology» of 
the unfortunate author.

To be Disposed of Next Month in 
London—One Printed by 
Gutenberg, 1450-1455 


HE sale of the remarkably fine and 
valuable Huth collection of old 
and rare books will be held at 
Sotheby's in London on Nov. 15, 

pre-beta eight days.’ This will be 
only part of the library le 
It will comprise the leters A, B, pass poner prob- 
ably C andthe Huth Shakespeareana, 
which is one of the most notable things 
in the collection. 

Henry Huth, merchant and banker, the 
son of Frederick Huth of Hanover, who 
became a naturalized British subject, be- 
gan forming this library about sixty 
years ago. It was his habit, continued 
up to the day of his death, to call daily at 
all the principal booksellers in London, 
and he was also represented by an agent 
at most of the important book sales. After 
his death in 1878 his collection was added 
to by his son and heir, A. H. Huth. The 
latter died a few months ago, and it was 
then decided to sell the famous collection 
at public auction. 

It is the only extant private collection in 
Great Britain that can compare favorably

Hettry Huth ccnfined himself to no par- 
ticular gubject in forming ‘his library, but 
bought anything of real interest, provided 
it was perfect and in good condition. 
Imperfect books he called ‘the lepers of 
@ brary.” _ 

The: Bibles, without being numerovs— 
there are more than fifty rare ones—in- 
Gude nearly every edition spécially prized 

collectors. The most valuable of them 
all is the famous Sykes-Perkins copy of 
the Gutenberg Bible on paper.

paper copy, which cost Perkins $975, sold 
for $13,450. This is the Huth copy. 


Another rare Bible in the Huth collec- 
tion is the Biblia Sacra Latina, two vol- 
umes, printed upon vellum at Mains by 
Fust & Schoeffer in 1462. This is the 
first edition of the Latin Bible with a 
date. The Gutenberg Bible is undated. 
The copy owned by Perkins sold for 
$3,900, and resold at the Crawford li- 
brary dispersal brought $6,125. There is 
also a Miles Coverdale English Bible 
Gated 1585. It has some fac simile leaves, 
but it is said that no perfect copy is 
known. It is the Perkins copy. He paid 
$446.25 for it. At his sale it fetched 
$2,000. It is the first edition of the Eng- 
lish translation by Miles Coverdale, and 
was probably printed at Zurich by Chris- 
topher Froschover. The Appleton—copy 
of this edition, some leaves mended and 
others supplied in fao simile, brought 
$15,000 at auction in 1903. 

The Huth copy of the first edition of the 
“ Pentateych, or Five Books of Moses,” 
translated by William Tyndale, is one 
of three perfect copies known. One of 
these three is in the Grenville Library at 
the British Museum, The work was is- 
sued from the printing house of Hans 
Luft at Marburg in 1530. There aré also 
rare editions of the Great or Cranmer 
Bible, Matthew's version, the Bishops’ 
version, and the King James version, 
printed by Robert Barker in London in 
1611. Other rarities are various illuminat- 
ed manuscript Bibles in Latin and early 
examples in French, Dutch, and German. 

Among the rarest of the Shakespearana 
are first quarto editions of “ The Trag- 
edie of King Richard the Second,” printed 
by Valentine Simmes in 1507, of which the 
only other copy known is in the Cappell 
collection, and “The Tragedie of King 
Richard the Third,” 1507, by the same 
printer, of which the only other copy 
known is in the Bodleian Library. Both 
of these rarities are among the fifty 
books which, according to the terms of 
the Huth will, are to go to the British 
Museum. It is said that of Shakespeare's 
works only two—his narrative poems 
“Venus and Adonis” apd “ Lucrece "— 
Were published with his sanction and co- 
operation. The Huth copy of “ Venus 
and Adonis" was printed by Richard 
Field in 1504. Only two pther copies are 
known. One of these, the Danie) copy, 
gold for $1,200 in 1864 The first three 
Shakespeare Folios of 1623, 1682, and 1668 
in the Huth collection have been long 
known as remarkably fine copies.

“SCHOOLS” IN THE PILLORY 


Prof. Leacock’s Full-arm Fling at Cer 
tain Kinds of Fiction. 


R. GLADSTONE, when he was 
Prime Minister of England, used, 
it is credibly reported, to find re- 

laxation from the cares of State in the 
reading of sentimenta}] novels which he 
refused to touch unless first assuréd that 
they ended happily. Certainly, therefore, 
no man may blame a professer of politi- 
foal economy—that dour ‘science which 
essays to reduce human nature to terms 
of dollars and cents regulated by the law 
of supply and demand—for seeking com- 
fort in lighter, if not less fantastic, 
studies, 

Stephen Leacock, wiiose official title is 
Professor of Political Economy in McGill 
University, who has already been guilty 
of what he names “ Literary Lapses,” has 
now written and published a series of 
“ Nonsense Novels,""* whose general aim 
ft is to burlesque in a very broad and 
slap-dash fashion certain well-known 
types of fiction. Prof. Leacock has his 
fling in turn, for instance, at the grim 
tale of lave involving fierce German Bar- 
ons in thelr cups, and castle walle scaled 
by night; the British novel of the lost 
heiress and the morose parent who knows 
he is robbing another of a rich heritage; 
the detective story; the autobiographical 
sea-going tale of wreck and treasuré; the 
neurasthenic young woman’s monologue 
of self-pity, and the solemn yarns which 
relate the emergencies into the world of 
sense of spirit rappings, ghdstly appear- 
ances, shadowy projections from beyond 
the grave, i 

Not the least Ingenious things about 
these skits are some of the titles, as, for 
example, “ Madderned by Mystery; or, The 
Defective Detective,” “Guido the Gimlet 
of Ghent,” “Gertrude the Governess; or, 
Simple -Seventeen,” and “Sorrows of a 
Super-Soul.” Others of them are far less 
happy. 4 

Yet another type of fiction with which 
Prot. Leacock has amused himself is the 
tale of the Highlands, the lassie, and the 
hereditary habit of clans to shoot each 
other’s tall, upstanding men in every gen- 
eration: Into this melodramatic setting 
he ‘introduces an American and a motor 
car. Not even the now almost extinct 
Qld Homestead brand of tale has es- 


caped @ amen hha at this desper- 
ate professor's ds. Here the stock 


material of the nmiélodrama is oddly mixea 
up with grotesqué scraps which seem to 
be the fag ends of dim memories of 
Grimm’s fairly tales. The title of this 
performance is “ Caroline's Christmas; or, 
the Inexplicable Infant.” In fact, the in- 
fant is not explained. 


Still another yarn ts @ mock-heroic 
e@ccount of an unsuccessful, honest youth 
from the country who adopted the role of 
bold, bad burglar and became a success- 
ful financier while upon his long-drawn- 
out trial for arson dnd murder. It is 
hot quite clear whether there is here any

fronie reference to those histories of 
grandiose careers of flinty-faced young 
men from the crossroads who.rise to 
financial czardem upon a pyramid of 
crushed and mutilated rivals, at the base 
of which lie the widows and orphans 

hose trust funds furnished all these fierce 
fighters with the sinews of war. The 
reader may at least imagine such an in- 
ference if he pleases, 

Prof. Leacock, by the way, professes 
merely to write nonsense novels. If he 
rides the hobgoblin hobby of burlesque, it 
is rather in a joy-riding, cross-country- 
run sort of spirit than with any serious 
purpose of tilting against individual au- 
thors or schools of authors. Sometimes 
a school of authors is fairly well hit off; 
very rarely is any single author obvious- 
ly picked out for attack. 

Perhaps a professor of political econo- 
my, trained to the consideration of men 
in masses, is not quite the man to deal 
with fine points of difference in indi- 
viduals. In any case, the book is rather a 
crude and rude affair. If the skits are 
sometimes quite funny they are more 
often little better than noisy horseplay 
with words—a performance distinctly of 
the same class as that given by the circus 
clown, 


DISASTER, TREASURE—LOVE 


HIPWRECK, treasure trove, and 
idyllic love—certainly Dr. H. de Vere 
tip Stacpoole has not stinted the ingre- 
a.ents of romance in his novel, “ The Ship 
of Coral,” (Duffield, $1.20.) + Yet it is upon 
the elaburate embellishments of’a tropical 
setting that he has expended his imagina- 
tion and his adjectives. Pirates who 
sailed the Spanish Main left no other 
relic su lovely as the ship of coral which 
two ehipwrecked sailors fourid inside the 
outworks of a tiny reéf-girt island. The 
scenc. in which they watch this and 
merged apparition brighten and fade ‘with 
the tide’s ebb and rise is a fascinating be- 
ginning.

Except in ‘the matter of- buccaneers’ 
gold, on the track of which English pens 
have proved able enough, he seems to be 
more indebted to French than to English 
precedent, not merely that the hero is a 
Provencal and the life portrayed that of 
the French West Indies, but that he revels 
so in descriptive glertes, and thore espe- 
cially that he has introduced with Marie, 
the pretty porteuse, a strain of romance 
which Pierre Loti and others of his com- 
patriots understand particularly well—a 
love story of almost primitive simplicity, 
yet whose episodes are so. distinctive of 
one peculiar locality that the theme can- 
not. be divorced from. the setting nor 
translated into terms of life in any other 
place. -

SOME IMPORTANT FORTHCOMING BOOKS 





Publication of Tolstoy’s Posthumous Works—Fiction by Robert 
Hichens, Edith Wharton, Justin McCarthy and Others— 
Archer's Life of Ferrer—Books on China 


EVERAL books relating to Tolstoy 
are Announced by different pub- 
ishers this season. Besides Biru- 
koff's short “Life of Tolstoy,” 

published by the Cassells, mentioned in 
these columns last week, the Duttons 
will bring out this month a translation of 
Romain Rolland’s biography of the fa- 
mous Russian, as well as a new transla- 
tion of Tolstoy's ‘“‘ War and Peace,” to be 
issued in Everyman's Library, where it 
will occupy three volumes. Then, later 
on, Dodd, Mead & Co. will publish trans- 
lations of Tolstoy's complete posthumous 
works, none of which have as: yet ap- 
peared in English. These works will be 
in three volumes, the first of which, “‘ The 
Forged Coupon, and Other Stories,” will 
be issued in November. Most of these 
stories are said to have been written dur- 
ing the peried-when Tolstoy was produc- 
ing his bést works of fiction, but were 
subsequently laid aside by him when he 
abjured this field of literature and de- 
voted himself to religious’ studies. The 
controversy which. has arisen since his 
death among his literary executors has 
delayed the pubiication of these posthu- 
mous stories until now.

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~ IMPROVING. THE ENGLISH DRAMA _ 


be Tecan be done to improve the 
a § \ Bnglish Grama? asks Gordon 
eon Craig. 


After which, in a recent paper:.he pro- 
ceeds to answer his own question. 

The first step is to improve ‘the ‘theatre, 
he writes: For outside the theatre the 
drama only: exists in ‘a literary. form; 


"and thgt is useless for the people.» 


There are two divisions to the. theatre; 
the theatre as art and the theatre as ‘in- 
stitution. There has always been in Eng; 
land a very large group of fanatics whose 
zeal is stronger than their capabilities, 
ang who have always proclaimed in stri- 
Gent ‘tones that there. is -nothing: wrong 
with the theatre. These peoplé like to-be 
considered, above all things, as: moderate 
and ‘practical; but their moderation is 80 
excessive that it has become an eccenr 
tricity, and they .talk so much about the 
practical that they end by doing nothing: 
The things they abhor are the things 
» Whieh youth adores—vitality, bellef in-a@ 
cause, the love of what is beautiful, the 
dissatisfaction in what is ugly or un- 
thorough. And hese people are mostly 
very 6id.-:Theirs is no splendid age which 
is forever young. Originality and vitality 
never bore such people. But they bore 
these eccentric people of ,.whom I speak, 
ard who are never_so happy as when at- 
tempting to lower in. the public estimation 
the work of some younger and more ca- 
padle person than. themselves... . 

When Riccoboni, the great. actor of the 
eighteenth century, was asked what was 
necessary to reform the theatre he re- 


plied: “‘ The really best way to reform 
it would be. to ebolish it altogether.’ 
How. like. Signora Duse's statement this 
is, who 6ays: “To save. the theatre thé 
theatte must be destroyed.” 
. Now it is quite obvious to everybody 
thet these ‘two authorities are, to begin 
With, speaking with sincerity. Secondly, 
they. gre. speaking after a lifetime of ex- 
perience and.not from theory alone. And, 
thirdly, their a¢vice-is being taken; the 
theatre is practically being abolished in 
order that the theatre may be reborn. 
This is nO conundrum... One says, ‘‘ The 
King is-dead, long live the King.” The 
year dies to make room for the year. 
The particular theatre which,;these two 
authorities wish to see destrcyed is that 
pretentious. treatre -which has always 
poxed ‘as being ‘artistic.’ The instity- 
tion itself they know is as safe as.all such 
instituticns must be which appeal to the 
world at large.. What they wish to de- 
stroy is thfs pretentious thing which has 
given existence to the word “ theatrical." 
Atid in its place they wish for something 
which ig livirg, which does not pretend. 
In art it does not matter what bad q ty 
a work may possess provided it first 
all has life—and provided it does not pre- 
terid to have life. It 12 exactly life thet 
the art of the theatre no longer possesses. 
It is for this reason that I say that Signor 
Riccoboni’s and Signora Duse's state- 
ments are coming trve. The destruction 
commenced long ago, and any one who 
wishes to see fof himself the ruined state 
of the art can do so by going to one of 








the representative theatres: in ‘Bondon in 
‘® few weeks. 
And as the problem. isbefore us_ now 
as to what should be done to improve the 
drama, I am going to seizé this oppor- 
tunity of presenting a plan. 
The first step igs to found a school for 
the study of the whole art. With this 
art, is connected several crafts. 
whole art is called the drama. The crafts 
ing, scene designing and executing, danc- 
ing, &c. .There are hundreds of minor 
and very difficult crafts which. cannot 
be mentioned here for lack of. space. 
Such, for instance, as wigmaking, which 
has been developed to a very fine point 
here, even as some of the other crafts 
have been allowed to fall into decay. 
We have ao often heard of a beautifully 
painted sténe being ruined by the lght- 
ing, and we have heard of an actor’s ap- 
pearance being ruined by the same cause. 
We have heard of the actor’s voice being 
ruined by the sccne and the play being 
ruined by both. I have even heard of 
plays that have ruined actors. .And this 
is all @ great pity, because it is all need- 
loss, All this-can be rectified by such a 
school as I propose, for, if I prove ‘by 
tests and before an audience of sclectéd 
authorities that a solution can ‘be found 
for all the problems which at present 
hamper the artist, we shall hear no 
more nonsense about difficulties and im- 
possibilities. The theatre shirks slight 
difficulties by enlarging their proportions.

M. Forthuny, who brought back some 
of:the ‘paintings, met this hermit last 
week in an Alpine pass near the little 
village of Bardonecchia, on the Italian 
frontier. He had halted for a rest in the 
shade of an. old Roman tower at the sum- 
mit of the pass, when he heard @ voice 
near by reciting in the sing-song tone of 
a Mohammedan priest. He located the 
sound at the top of the ruined tower, and 
proceeded to solve its mystery. 

A strange sight awaited him on reach- 
ing the top of the tower, for there in 
front of him was a man with long, flow- 
ing hair and.beard, dressed in a white 
robe after the fashion of the Apostles of 
old, and painting the landscape which 
stretched away for miles in front of him. 

| ’'The man rose with a look of fear when 

| he became aware of the stranger’s pres- 
ence, and stood for 4 while, his long, 
fair hair blowing in the breeze, with his 
clear blue eye fixed on the intruder, and 
the fevered look of one inspired or of 
those marked for an early death. ;

“My childhood was ;passed in misery, 
for, as I have told you, I had no family 
arid have- never. known @ friend in whom 
I déuld ‘confide my hopes and my troubles.

“TI began to grow tired‘ of city life with 
all its attendant moral ‘uglinéss-and to 
long for the pure air of the country, the 
purity of nature which breeds, purity of 
the soul.

“I spent hours of delirious enthusiasm 
pacing the desolate stretches of coast 
with the harsh wind from the sea beat- 
ing my face, while ‘huge waves hurled 
themselves with tremendous force against 
the rugged rocks of the old Armorican 
peninsula; howling like wild dogs ‘in the 
grottoes along the coast. I. would cry 
with delight,. my arms outstretched to- 
ward the foamy horizon from where the 
galloping billows rushed forth like a 
band of wild beasts. I spent my nights 
in some natural excavation scooped out 
by the censtant effort of ¢he sea or under 
the dolmens and menhirs of stone, the 
only vestiges of a bygone people. 

“T was thus led to meditate on the 
civilizations of the past. These rough 
monuments of stone, erected by super- 
stitious tribes as eltars for human. sac- 
rifices, made me realize what civilization 
has been at all times—the cause and origin 
of evil among men. Blood had flowed 
over these monuments of the past. But 
man to-day has other means fo ruin the 
body and soul of man. 

**My health, injured by years of phys- 
ical torture and mental anguish, made 
me seek a milder climate. After weeks 
of roaming through quaint Touraine and 
Auvergne, I reached the sunny Provence 
on the Mediterranean Sea. 

‘Here I found majestic vestiges of Ro- 
man domination. I marveled at the gigan- 
tic ruins of the amphitheatres, the tem- 
ples, the aqueducts, and other countless 
monuments of stone with which the he- 
roes of Rome have covered this country 
as standing tributes to their colossal 
power. But these pure esthetic emotions 
wére spoiled by the memory of the crimes 
by which those ancient rulers of the world 
had built up their empire. 

“TI felt ill at ease in Provence. It was 
too civilized and too thickly populated 
for me. People would look at me with 
superstitious dread and deny me work.

beat the children who tried to approach 
the sunburnt and ragged tramp. ; 

** And so I traveled on and on until the 
snowy peaks of the Alps loomed up on 
the northern horizon like a symbol of 
purity and hope. What a wonderful as- 
cension! As I climbed the solitary paths, 
fording torrents, and tramping throngh 
vast forests, where tall fir trees cast an 
eternal gloom, a sublime feeling of peace 
and happiness came over’ me. Men be- 
came fewer and fewer, and I was soon 
days at a time without seeing a human 
being. 

“Here was the very place for which I 
had been longing, for there was quietness, 
purity, and silence. The sea with its 
perpetual turmoil had given me little rest, 
because it recalled to my mind human 
passions and the constant battle of life. 
Here, on the contrary, reigned infinite 
calm and divine serenity.” 

Jean Dauteloup paused, and pointing 
toward the ice-covered range of lofty 
peaks which encircled the horizon, he 
exclaimed: 

‘** Look at this fascinating scenery, these 
dazzling summits, these green valleys, and 
these dark woods wrapped in a silence 
broken only from time to time by the 
screech of an eagle or the barking of a 
dog. Is there anything more soothing 
to the human soul? 

“While tramping through France I had 
worked just enough to buy food and 
books. What unbounded joy for me, al- 
most an illiterate, to find in the works of 
Voltaire, Rousseau, and Tolstoy, the mas- 
terful expression of that religious devo- 
tion to nature which filled my own heart. 
They had felt what I had felt in front of 
nature and had rendered their feelings in 
immortal phrases! They became my only 
friends, the companions of every hour. 


“I forgot in their company the sorrows 
of my wretched life. They stimulated 
my love of nature and suggested to me 
the thought of paying tribute to the unt- 
verse in a more fitting and more visible 
form. So I decided to buy canvases, 
brushes, and paints, and set to work at 
once. Although I had never studied paint- 
ing, my faith was such that I never once 
doubted of my success. 

“Since then, painting has been my sole 
relief. Work holds its own reward. So 
I determined never to keep any of my 
works but to leave them near the place 
that had inspired them. My intimacy 
with nature increased with years. I 
could stand city life no more. When the 
want of food or money compelled me to 
look for work.in a town, I used to go 
out into the country at night and sleep 
out of doors under a haystack. AS a rule 
I got odd jobs on farms.”

One of the best of these designs 
has a turned-dcwn brim—a déep one that 
covers the head—which is covered with 
lace and a high, puffed crown of Diack 
tulle, completely covered by elght fat lit- 
tle white ostrich tips.

of assurance that would. be given to a 
fact. The truth is that skirts have not 
widened, and the few who maintained 
their belief in the midst of all the other 


prophets not without honor. 
I have not seen a wide skirt anywhere 
in Paris. Callot has shown the narrow- 


impossible for a lady to wear any of Cal- 
lot’s gowns as they exist*at this moment. 
Many Americans have ordered them, but 
modified: to suit their tastes, 

The ‘skirts wefe not widened as much 
as they wére lengthened; ‘for a few of the 
Callot skirts reached the ankles and many 
of them were slashed at the knees. The 
American women ‘havé merely added a 
soft’ underskirt ‘of satin’ or chiffon cloth, 
which is not more than a yard and a few 
inches at the hem. 

It gives a finish to the- gown. One might 
say that all of these frocks. this season 
look like pencil sketches of what is.to be 
a finished drawing, and that the Amer- 
icans. have accepted. the sketch as. such, 
but have compelled the creator to produce 
a finished result. 

Drecoll has skirts that are a little under 
two yards wide for waiking and about 
a yard and a half wide for evening. Worth 
skirts are narrow, and when one says this 
of the most conservative of all dress- 
makers then one is apt to feel that this 
feature is established. Worth would never 
adopt it or countenanee it unless: it had 
become a part and parcel of the accepted 
fashions. 

Paquin has rather lost her claim to real 
beauty this season as far as the gowns 
shown. to Americans are concerned, for 
she attempted: to copy Paul Poiret and 
went in for barbaric color effects that 
were not her style; but even she makes 
narrow skirts and clings to the tiny little 
fish .tall ‘trains which are finished with 
knots at the ends and weighted to stay 
on the floor. 

All of the other houses maintain a nar- 
row skirt; all the French women and the 
well-dressed Americans wear them as a 
matter of course, and, as far as one can 
see, there will not be any change this 
Winter. 
| There is one difference, however, be- 
tween the skirt of this Winter and last 
Winter as far as the cut goes. ‘This con- 
cerns the séam down the middle of the 
back. When it is used, which is seldom, 
it is not curved In under the corset and 
{t is nearly always covered by two pan- 
els or an apron overskirt, which is put 
on hind part before, as it were. 

The strictly plain skirt, with its seams 
showing, is rather out of commission, and 
one only sees it in the most pronounced 
American types. The panel stitched to 
the skirt went out last Summer, as you 
all know, but the swinging panel re- 
mained in until this month. It has given 
way to a multiplication of itself. There 
are two and sometimes three panels made 
of the material edg@d with braid or bound 
with satin. These are caught by a long, 
loose stitch at the hem of the‘skirt, or so 
heavily weighted that they do not leave 
their position for an instant. 

After one has answered the question of 
how tight skirts are there is always the 
one to answer of how short they are. 
Each individual must decide for herself, 
but the dressmakers have no hesitancy in 
cutting them off about four inches from 
the floor. 

There is a mania for showing the feet 
and ankles of women,.and not only.are 
the gowns cut to display them, but stock- 
ings @nd shoes are worn to draw attention 
to them. It fs a temptation to stray into 
a bypath here and talk about the French 
shoes and stockings, but, as. a’. rule, ‘the 
American women have such ‘contetipt' for 
the former that they are not particularly 
interested in the subject, yet it fs _only 
fair to say that the French color schemes 
and combinations prevail even in Ameri- 
can footwear and hosiery. 

Very few of our women took up the 
magpie combination of black slippers and 
white stockings, which prevailed over Eu- 
rope this Summer, but they have taken up 
the white gaiters with the black pumps 
worn with all kinds of dark tailor suits, 
This is not an unknown fashion among &

Because the 

toilet covers of her dressing. table are 

kept. spotless, her pincushions freshly 

covered, and, the silver shines brilliantly 

she feels her housekeeping i; abdéve criti- 
cism. 

What of the brusties on: ‘that clean 
cover. the comb that is such a spreader 
ofemnicrobes, the chamois on that shining 
buffer, and.ali the other toilet appliances 
that can #0 quickly become contami- 
nated? 

Have youvever used a toothbrush when 
the bristles’aré yellowed, perhaps fall- 
ing? Do you ever houseclean that most 
personal of belongings? 

No touthbrush should be used longer 
than a few months. Far bétter buy cheap 
ones and throw them:away: at the first 
loose bristle. Then every week soak the 
brush for a few hours in peroxide of hy- 
drogen in‘strong solution. Rinse well, and 
you are free from germs for a time at 
least. Besides the weékly disinfectant a 
toothbrush should be rinsed well in hot 
water after each tima of using. 

However stylish receptacles you awn 
for toothbrush holders; do not use them 
except for show. Hang your brush in 
the air on a rack that will not let it 
touch another’s brush,’ and‘ preferably 
where the stin gets at, it. Even in travel- 
ing carry your toothbrush in a ventilated 
malder, or tt becomes ‘Insanitary. 





vO a buffer should ‘pel 


often torn raw, and is a collector of germs 
too rarely considered. 

The powder puff is another germ 
spreader. The best facial treatment is 
nullified by an insanitary puff. Keep your 
big fluff or elderdown with monogrammed 
knob if you like, but. apply ‘to your 
face small squares of soft silk or bits of 
absorbent cotton that can- be thrown 
away after one using. It is not much 
trouble to keep these squares in your 
dressing table drawer or in a silver box 
on top of the table. 

So much has been written on the care 
of hairbrushes and combs that they 
should be above suspicion. But are they? 
‘Have you never used a hairbrush with 
signs of dust around the roots, or a comb 
that you know needs cleaning? 

If girls realized the money they would 
save on scalp treatments to keep in fall- 
ing hair, if they would spend a few min- 
utes daily on brush @nd comb scrubbing 
they would not be so. careless. 

What if constant washing does spoil the 
bristles of a: brush—it Is cheaper than 4 
transformation or age-breeding scant 
locks. Besides, if the brush is dipped up 
and down ‘in ‘hot ‘ammonia ‘water. and 
dried quickly in thé “sun ‘little harm is 
done. 

Where thesautomatic brush with rubber 
back is used it can be cleaned with a 
small wisp after e&ch using ard at least 
once a week this whisk can be’ dippé 
peroxide or other antiseptic, then fresh 


rinsing water. 


small, stiff brush, then dipped fn a solu- 
tion of creolin and later in hot water. 
A special] cleanser for combs is made 
with strands of hemp fastened.to han- 
dle. This is easily pulled back and forth 
through the teeth of the comb and can be 
washed repeatedly. 

Nail and hand brushes are almost never 
housecleaned. It 1s,not enough to rinse 
them well after using—they should be 
sunned, aired, and occasionally be soaked 
in peroxide or other antiseptic wash. 

Soap is another germ spreader. It is 
no more sanitary to have a family cake 
of soap than a family toothbrush. If you 
have not your own soap box and use the 
common bathroom for tollet purposes, re- 
pair the omission at once. Also see that 
each has her special wash cloth and 
towel, 

The roller towel habit in some families 
is not sanitary. Better spend a little more 
on the laundress and less on skin special- 
ists, 

Wash cloths area real menace to 
health, Some girls will calmly scrub the 
bathtub with one, then give it a careless 
shove through perhaps cold water and 
hang it up for use on face and eyes an- 
other time. It ts safer to use a fresh 
cloth each. time, but, if not, wash well: 
in hot soapsuds, rinse zeyera) times, and 
dry in the sun and air after each time 
of using.. Even more care must be taken 
of sponges. :

AIDS FOR THE LAUNDRESS 








HE housekeeper who is always asked 
to provide new ironing cloths for her 
laundress will welcome a new ar- 

|rangement by which the cover is easily 
put on. 
Sets of hooks are sold that can be

{and the muslin laced into place in a few 
Not only is this method quick, 
but the cover can be pulled. smooth, and 
there is no excuse for not having. fre- 
quent fresh ones. 

Another constant deficit in the kitchen 
‘is iron holders. Why not do without 
them entirely. This ts managed by as- 
bestos-lined hoods with wooden handles. 
When clapped on the iron the heat is 


kept in it and away from the hand, and, 


you can fron longer with a single heating, 
while your fingers are not blistered. 

An acceptable gift for a kitchen shower 
or an engagement present would be sets 
of such asbestos-lined irons. They come 
in various sizes and at various prices, for 
laundry and household purposes, also 
smaller ones for tourist use. 

One of these light tourist irons in a box 
with an alcohol heater is useful to the 
girl who boards and must consider laun- 
Cry bills. Thete are also small irons 
that are self-heating, sometimes with al- 
cohol, again with charcoal or electricity. 
The alcohol ones are most practical. 

Every household needs a flounce fron. 
These have an extended point thagyuns 
into tucks, plaits, and flounces and pre- 
vents the folds being creased and 
flattened. 

Do not fail to have a covered hamper 
for soiled clothes. It is more sightly and 
more sanitary than the open basket. 

It will save time to the one who 
counts the wash if each member of the 
family has a separate laundry bag with 
@ covering that comes over the top. On 
this should be pinned a correct list of the 
clothes. 


Much sorting and mating of stockings : 


will be saved if smali buttons are put 
at the top of each pair and the two 
stockings held together with a tape dur- 
ing the process of washing and ironing. 
This is a simpler method than putting 
marks on every pair of stockings, for 
the darner frequently forgets what the 
marks mean, 

Hanging out small articles is facilitated 
if handkerchiefs, collars and their like, 
instead of being held separately to the 
line with pins, are spread smoothly on 
a big towel with small pins, which js 
fastened to the line. Much room is saved 
in this way, also the clothes can be more 
quickly taken down in case of sudden 
storm. 

One housekeeper puts all such small 
articles to ary in a moderate sized bag of 
open meshed white net. The air circulates 
through it freely, and even preliminary 
pinning is avoided. 

Do not have wire lines unless you are 
certain that they are non-rustable, Cop- 
per wire is fairly safe, but expensive, and 
any other may hopelessly rust your best 
clothes.

Good Use of 
‘the Cook's 
Day Out. 


N small households the cook’s day out 


and most. enjoyable in the: way of a 
little dinner or supper. It is looked to 
by the house mother as a time for test- 
ing any new dainties of which: she has 
heard without interfering with the cook’s 
domestic sway, and by the family as a 
species of delightful. picnic, especially 
intimate and informal. 

A quick and easy “vegetable” course 
for such a meal is Welsh rarebit, with 
spaghetti, for which the paste is boiled 
es usual in salted water until tender, 
then drained. and stirred into a_ thin, 
smooth paste. To make the “rabbit” 
the cheese or cut or crumble it in 
8 pieces into the’ cold. milk, which 
heat slowly until the cheege has melted, 
Stir together ‘and serve at once. 

This dish can be prepared with. a rem-~- 
nant of macaroni or spaghetti on the 
chafing: dish. 5 

Tor a quick roast instead of a leg of 
lamb buy the rack with chops, and cook 
it under the: gas broiler. A rack of from 
two pounds up can be broiled in an hour 
or less. 

Hamburg steaks, a g00d choice for sfich 
occasions, can be delicately broiled 
under the gas flame instead of cooked in 
the pan, and to many minds the flavor is 
greatly improved thereby. Onion juice 
is much better than the usual chopped 
onion for these steaks, It comes put up 
in bottles, or the onions may be minced 
in the meat chopper and a tablespoonful 
pr two pressed out. 

Another substantial offering for. the 
picnic menu is ham patties made of 
about two kitchen cups of cold cooked 
ham mineed fine and stirred into four 
cups of bread crumbs, the latter moist- 
ened with milk. To this add a large 
lump of butter an& any seasonings liked. 
Pour the batter inte gem pans, filling 
about two-thirds only. Now break an 
ege over each little section, sprinkle 
over more of thé bread crumbs, and bake 
until brown. 

A combination of a substantial order for 
hearty appetites and extremely good is 
baked macaroni with minced ham. -The 
macaron! is cooked in the usual way and 
drained, then turned into a shallow bak- 
ing dish of earthen or agate ware. 

Season a cup of finely chopped ham 
with just a little mustard, and cover with 
a white sauce made as follows: Melt a 
tablespoonful of butter and combine with 
the same quantity of flour, stir in slowly 
a cup of hot milk, the milk having a raw 
egg beaten in it. Pour this over the 
paste, and sprinkle the top with two- 
thirds cupful of fine crumbs moistened 
with butter. Set in the oven long enough 
for the crumbs to brown 

Frequently at such times the house- 
keeper will substitute a cold dish, which 
can be prepared well in advance, for the 
hot roast or broiled meat, 4 hearty 
course of this kind is chicken salad 
served in a ring of ham jelly. 

Serve this on a bed of crisp watercress, 
having the salad heaped up in ‘the centre 
of the jelly ring, which is made in this 
way: Whip stiff a kitchen cup of thick 
double’ cream, and into this stir a cup 
of strong aspic jelly. Cool it, and be- 
fore it is quite set add a small quantity 
of potted or very finely minced cooked 
ham. Combine all three ingredients with 
the egg whip, color pink with any pure 
coloring extract or tomato juice and pack 
in the mold. It will require about two 
hours to set thoroughly. 

A dainty bite for the entrée or dessert 
is rice fritters prepared by this formula: 
Threé-quarters of a pint of cold cooked 
vice, one tablespocnful of sugar, yolks cf 
two eggs, cup of milk, and flour enough 
to make the vsual thick drop batter. Add 
a@ teaspoonful of baking powder, mixed 
with the last of the flour, and, last of all, 
fold in the whites of the eggs, beaten 
very stiff. Fry like any fritters and 
serve with pure maple syrup.

Origin of the Word “ Dollar. pe 


M. L. M.—Not long~since I recall reading 
@ short account of the origin of the dollar 
mark in THE TIMEs, but it failed to ex- 
sie the origin of the word ‘ dollar.’’ It 

appens that this point has some interest 
for me just at this time. Can you help me 

out? 

There is reason to believe that the word 
“dollar” was current-in London during 
the latter part of the sixteenth century, 
and we may be sure that it was in our 
language at least three hundred years 
ago, since Shakespeare made use of it 
several times It is supposed to have 
made its way into England through the 
who were 
in complete control of the trade on the 
Baltic and in Russia. 

The word “dollar” appears first to 
have found its way into an English dic- 
tionary in 1745, having been rrowe 
from ihe German word “ thaler.”’ In the 


* beginning the German coins were called 


.“ Joachimsthalers”’ owing to the fact 
that they were first issued by the mint 
vat Joachimsthal. With the eeabigneems 
of other mints- the “ Joachims was 
lopped off for brevity’s sake, the coins 
thereafter being known simply as “ thal- 
ers.” 

By act of Congress the dollar—English 
of thaler— became the unit of our cur- 
rency on Aug. 1785. It was stipulated 
that it should Sacacete 375.64 ains of 
pure silver, but with the establishment 
of the National . in 1792 the silver 
was reduced to 871.25 grains. The first 
dollar was coined in 1794.

The Federalist Party. 


STUDENT.—Please give a brief account of 
the Federalist ing 4 fete am to = ny 
~ al oun The otaridard school histories 
tell little or nothing about it. 

The so-called Federalist Party came into 
existence in 1787, its followers advocating 
the adoption of the new Constitution of 
the United States. They also pleaded for 
a liberal construction of the Constitu- 
tion and the establishment of a strong 


a| National Government. Alexander Hamil- 


ton was the leading spirit of the Federal- 
ists, with his plans for a National bank, 
a sinking fund, the assumption of State 
debts, and other broad National measures. 

In the end there is little doubt that 
Washington himself believed the Federal- 
ists were onthe right road. John Jay, 
John Adams, Gouverneur Morris, and 
iater Chief Justice Marshall were domi- 
nant figures in the party. 

The Federalists were conservative in 
their belief in popular government, and 


olution, being upon these two, as upon 
othér points, opposed by the strict ton- 
structionists under the leadership of Jef- 


ferson and Madison, known as the Re- 
publicans, or Democratic Republicans. . 
The Federalists controlled the first three 
Administrations—those of Washington 
and of John Adams—but the party was 
disrupted by factional controversies dur- 
‘ng Adams's Administration, and was 
overthrown by the Republican victory of 
1800, which placed Jefferson in the Presi 
dential chair.

Their opposition to the 
Embargo act and kin measures and 
to the War of 1812 culminated: in. the 
Hartford Convention of 1814. The con- 
vention was immeasurably denounced and 
was fatal to the little life still left in the 
Federalist Party. 

One of the last appointments of Presi- 
dent Ai s was that of John Marshall 
as Chief Justice ‘of the Supreme Court, 
and during his tenure of that office Mar- 
shall succeeded in stamping indelibly upon 
the Constitution the best portions of the 
Federalist doctrine.

green lawn in its ample churchyard give 
an air of quaint picturesqueness to a spot 
from which the old time merchants and 
society leaders have fled. 

Except for the church, Stuyvesant 
Street, which perpetuates the name of 
Gov, Stuyvesant and his famous Bouerle, 
and some residences of half a century 
ago, few reminders of eaflier days are to 
be found in this interesting section, St. 
Mark’s Church is the oldest landmark, 
having been consecrated in 1799 by Bishop 
Samuel Provoost. It stands near the site 
of the more ancient Dutch chapel erected 
by Gov. Peter Stuyvesant, and close by 
the church, to the west, was the doughty 
Governor's commodious residence, being 
between Tenth and Eleventh Streets and 
Second and Third Avenués. It was burned 
in 1778 The bones of the last Dutch 
Governor, who died in 1672, lie beneath 
the church. Members of the Stuyvesant 
family have lived in the vicinity for 
over two centuries, the latest home of 
the. head of the family being a grand 
old-fashioned house at the southwest cor- 
ner of Fifteenth Street and Becond Ave- 
nue. 

Upposite the old church, on the north- 
west corner of Eleventh Street, is an 

npretentious red brick house with ‘a 
history. It is the Rutherfurd house, 
where Lewis M. Rutherfurd, the eminent 
astronomer, lived for years and from 
the roof of which he took many of his 
celebrated photographs of the moon. 
He was a descendant of the Morris fam- 
ily. His wife was a Chanler, and his sof, 
Stuyvesant Rutherfurd, changed his name 
to Rutherfurd Stuyvesant, at the wish 
of his uncle, Peter Gerard Stuyvesant, 
who made young Rutherfurd his heir. 

Directly opposite the old house, which 
has been altered A apartments, is tne 
old home of the New York Historical So- 
ciety, opened in 1857, and recently aban- 
doned for the more imposing building 
on Central Park West. hen the His:
